Delmar Park maintained Its marvelously
clean record of true racing last 'week. In
the six days two cases of inexcusably lncon-idste- nt

performances were handled. In both
the offenders were punished. Jockey Wed-derstra-

was ruspended and G. W. Miller
Co., owners of the horse Rice, who fur-

nished such startling; reversal of form on
Friday were warned to leave the track and
stay away. This Is tantamount to ruling the
stable off the turf.

Jockey Wedderstrand's performance on
Hungarian Thursday was poor, but It might
have been passed up If had not been for
the startling; Improvement shown by Mr.
Qrassmuck's horse. Mound City, on Satur-
day. Wedderstrand had the mount on him
bis previous time out. and he was beaten
oft. On Saturday GUmore rode him and he
heat the same field in walk. This was too
much, even Tor such tolerant gentleman
as Mr. Brady, and he suspended Wedder-Htran- d.

The track has made splendid record to
date. It has had few races that showed any
evidence of unfair dealing;, and In those
the offenders received short shrift. It Is to
he hoped that the record will be kept up,
and there Is not any reason to doubt that

The selling race war of the week was sur-
prisingly vigorous. The extreme heajrmust
have affected the owners. The association
thrived largely during; the war, for re-

ceived half the amount of all the run-u- p

money. Lunar alone paid the association
one 1880 on three races. Her new owner,

Mr. Oumberts, bought her out of selling
race from Mr. Stevens. Mr. Oumberts has
started her twice since he bought her, and
each time he had to stand run-u- p of KOO.

With first money 1300 in each case lust
cost him 3300 to win each race. Lunar Is
Terr fine mare, and Mr. Stevens bad her In
perfect condition when Mr. Gumberts
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ble at present, and she was the best looking;
one of the lot. Mr. Stevens has them all
high In condition, strong, yet nt as fiddles
withal. He trains them big and strong.
That way is the only way. A man who can-
not fit a horse without reducing him to a
skeleton Is scarcely a trainer at all. Cer-
tainly the condition of the Stevens horses
at present reflects the greatest possible
amount of credit on their owner, and brings
him to the very front rank of .American
handlers. Lunar Wyeth. Gallagher and
Margue all are in perfect condition. This
In the terribly hot weather, when even the
best of trainers find it hard to hold condi-
tion and flesh, is Indeed high testimony to
Mr. Stevens's skill.

The wind up of the selling race trouble
came only with the last race of Saturday.
Then Mr. Chamberlain bought back Judge
Steadman, who was bought from him by
Ed Williams two days earlier. Mr. Cham-
berlain let his horse so for $500, let him win
a race he had him entered In and then
bought him back for 1700."

HOSTILE INVASION

OF NEGRO MSB.

Challenged White Men in Missis-
sippi Fire Upon Crowd With

Fatal Kesults.

Cleveland, Miss., July 21. This morning1 at
1:30 o'clock about 100 negroes, none
of whom was known, rode into Cleveland,
and, stopping a party of three white men
on the main street, made threatening dem-

onstrations. Being called upon to glvo
their names, they answered by bringing
their rifles Into play.

One of the negroes was lttlled on the spot,
another was wounded and is reported to
have been found this morning on the out-

skirts of town, and the others escaped, al-

though it Is supposed that more than three
were hurt. They were armed with Win-
chester rifles and were well mounted.

Excitement was at fever heat during the
remainder of the night. Squads of armed'
men patrolled the streets until daylight.

The trouble grew out of the lynching of
Jesse Phillips in the earlier part of the
night. The negroes In this section are or-

ganized into "lodges," "secret orders,"
"protective societies" and such, and as Phil-
lips was a leader among them It was feared
an attempt would be made to avenge his
death.

The fact had developed that the killing- - of
Toung Reed was a studied scheme on tho
part of the negroes. It had been decided
that the breaking upf of these negro or-

ganizations is necessary, and there Is no
doubt that this decision will be enforced.
The town is more quiet to-d- thin is
usually the case, even on Sunday.
